The Mayor and board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Bay 
St. Louis, at a meeting Wednesday 
of this week passed on an ordi- 
nance, placing a curfew on minors 
under the age of eighteen years 
The ordinance prohibits them from 
being on the streets of the city 
between the hours of eleven p. m. 
and six a. m. or at public: places 
between the same hours, unless 
aceompanied by a parent or guar- 
dian or chaperoned by someone 
over the age of twenty-one. 

The ordinance as passed by the 
City Officials, follows! 

An Ordinance to prevent min- 
ors under the age of Eighteen 
(18) years to be on the streets 
of the City of Bay St. Louis, Mis- 
sissippi, or at public places, parks 
or any place of amusement with- 
in the said City of Bay St. Louis 
after the hours of Eleven p. m, 
and before six a. m. unless accom- 
panied by a parent, a guardian or 
adult chaperone. 

Section I. Be it _ ordained by 
the Commission Council of the 
City of Bay St. Louis, Miss. That 
it shall be unlawful for any minor 
under the age of Eighteen (18) 
years to be on the streets of the 
City of Bay St. Louis, Mississippi, 
or any public place, park or 
place of amusment or for any 
parent or any legal guardian of 
said minor to allow such minor 
to attend such public places, 
parks, or places of amusement or 
to be on the streets of the said 
City after the hour of Eleven p. 
m. and before six a. m., unless 
such minor is accompanied by a 
parent, a legal guardian or is duly 
chaperoned by some person over 
the age of twenty-one years. 

Section 2. That any person 
found guilty of violating Section 
One of this Ordinance shall be 
fined in the sum of not less than 
$5.00 (Five Dollars) o not more 
than $25.00 (Twenty-Five Dollars) 

Section 3. Be It Further Or- 
daineg that this Ordinance being 
for the immediate and temporary 
preservation of public safety and 
welfare, shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its adop- 
tion and approval; same shall nev- 
er-the-less be published as requir- 
ed by law.

Walter Scott Favre had been an 
honor student of Saint Aug- 
ustine’s Seminary and had spent 
two years there in preparation for 
his ordination to the priesthood. 

The incident which led to his 
untimely death proved a shock to 
the whole community.

Becoming tired 
and perspiring profusely in the 
heat, he sat down at the end of 
the court against the wire netting 
that served as a backstop for the 
court. A few minutes later his 
companions looked over and found 
him, to all appearance dead. 
Without suspicion or harm to 
themselves, they took a wire (a 
mere guy wire and not intended 
to carry any electricity) from his 
hands and rolled him over. They 
immediately called for help. Very 
Rev. Father William Adams, S. 
V. D. administered the last rites 
of the Church. Dr. Charles M. 
Wascom and Dr. Wesley McFar- 
land were called ang pronounced 
him dead, probably and seemingly 
by electrocution. 

Later, after running a test by 
the Mississippi Power Company, 
it was found that ig the guy wire 
were held in a certain position so 
that it passed against the electric 
bell system wire where its insu- 
lation had been worn away and 
then in turn a connection were 
made the wire backstop, an escap- 
ing current of 119 volts could be 
measured. 

All circumstances conspired to- 
gether—the guy wire, the non-in- 
sulated spot on the electric wire, 
the wet clothing, the well-ground- 
ed wire backstop—to bring about 
possible death by low-voltage 
shock. This was the verdict of 
the jury, empafeled by acting 
Coroner Nolan Ladner. 

Strange, but quickly and pain- 
lessly, thus ended the mortal life 
of a promising young man. The 
Seminary had great hopes that he 
would have become the first priest 
in the Society of the Divine Word 
from Our Lady of the Gulf Par- 
ish. May his soul rest in peace. 

He is survived by his beloved 
parents, his sister Ursula Ann, an- 
other sister Paula ang a brother 
Barry.

HONORED AT TEA 


Miss Celeste Chevis, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Chevis of 
Bay St. Louis, was honored at a 


tea given Thursday afternoon in 
the home of Mrs. C. C. McDonald, 
Sr. on North Beach Boulevard. 

Misg Chevis, a Mariner Scout, 
has just returned from a con- 
ducted archaeological tour of the 
Southwest where she made a study 
of pre-historic man in that sèc- 
tion. The tour, arranged an- 
nually for qualified senior Girl 
Scouts interested in rocks, miner- 
als, Indian relics ang the early 
history of this country, included 
selectees from sixteen states and 
Weshington, D. C. Th girls met 
at Sante Fe, New Mexico, where 
a motorcade of cars aNd a chuck 
wagon formed and carried them 
through twelve hundred miles of 
mountain country, deserts and 
caverns, Miss Chevis traveled 
fifteen hundreg miles to join the 
motorcade. 

An exhibit was set up showing 
materials gathered from location 
and Celeste told the group some 
of the highlights of her study. 
proudly showing her hard-earned 
patch labeled ‘“Dutton’s Dirty 
Diggers,” she explained that all 
members of the tour pitcheg their 
tents, carried water, hiked miles 
over rough country, cut their own 
fire wood, and at times, slept in 
the open. Their diet was of 
hearty, filling foods with plenty 
of milk and tea. There was a 
strict taboo on any and all car- 
bonateq beverages. Up not later 
than six each morning, a neatly 
packeq duffel and bedding served 
as a meal ticket. Promptness 
was stressed, and any member 
of the tour lagging behind sched- 
ule was excluded from the tour. 
Dr. Dutton, famous archeologist in 
charge, had pre-arranged the tour 
in order of historical importance 
and a wide-range of experiences 
for the scouts. 

Among the subjects 
were folk arts, pottery, Indian 
‘relations, cliff dwelling, Indian 
cookery and medications, char- 


covered 


acteristics of the Aztex, Navaho , 


and- Pueblo tribes, ceremonial 
dances and Indian customs. The 
scouts joined. a group of college 
students who were excavating 
early Indian dwellings. Here they 
learned how locations for excava- 
tions are found, how exhibits are 
cataloged anq how materials are 
preserved for museums. They 
were shown how the ashes and 
tree-ring methods are used in 
calculating roughly the ages of 
fossils. 

Miss Chevis delighted her au- 
dience by telling some of her 
personal impressions and geduc- 
tions. “It was a wonderful ex- 
perience,” she said, “and I came 
home with a new respect and 
admiration for the Indians.” Miss 
Chevis told the group she found 
people are eager and anxious to 
help those who seriously want to 
learn.

Do your birds get too hot this 
summer, you have lost. Heat losses 
have been relatively light in Mis- 
sissippi during past years, but in 
other parts of the nation, losses 
have been serious. 

When birds get too hot, you 
face a loss of egg production; 
birds will just not vat Broilers 
will not gain nearly as fast as 
when they are kept cool. Some- 
times in extreme cases, chickens 
will die from becoming overheat- 
ed. j 

Here are a few items you can 
do to keep your birds as cool as 
possible this year. Make sure 
that your poultry house is opened 
up on all four sides from sill 
to plate. Provide roof top ven- 
tilators these ventilators 
when running the length of the 
house make the temperature 5 
to 10 degrees cooler. 

Make sure that you have plen- 
ty of watering space. The birds

ually plant trees. But the time is 
here for you to maks some plans 
as to where you are going to plant 
later. 

Some good places to set out 
trees are on old fields where 
nothing but brush is growing, 
eroded hillsides where something 
is needed to hold the soil, and 
in land that has been placed in 
the soil bank. 

Other areas to consider for tree 
planting are areas where a few 
but not enough desirable species 
of trees are growing and on land 
that is now growing but cull trees 
like blackjack oak. 

Trees to plant are loblolly, slash, 
long leaf and shortleaf pines, 
Arizona cypress, ash, cherry bark 
oak, cottonwood, bald cypress and 
black locust. Cost of all except 
Arizona cypress is $4.50 per thous- 
and, plus handling charges of 
35 cents.
